Fall River Weavers Will Go 


Soon. Fines System1 With' 


Fall River, Jan. 21.—Tho weavers of the 


King Philip mills have decided to ask for 
a restoration of the old wages, If their 
request is refused, they will seek permis- 
sion to strike. A special meeting of tbe 
union will be hold next Monday night to 
consider the answer which may be re- 
turned to this request. If it slionld be a 
refusal, as it undoubtedly will, the strike 
will probably be authorized. 


But it in very proba-ble that the weavers 


will not need to strike. 
The spinners( 


strike still continues in force with un- 
broken ranks, and it is extremely proba- 
ble that the majority of weavers at the 
mill will be out of work before the time 
for their strike arrives. 


The feeling at the mill is strongly in 


favor of a general strike and the weavers 
are complaining of the introduction of 
frame yarn fine numbers. They say that 
while it is easier for them to weave, in 
the end it is worse for them than mule 
yarn, for the reason that the cloth is 
harder and does not take dye as well la 
presenting and does not sell as readily; 
buyers preferring cloth made from mule 
spinning. 


New Bedford, Jan. 21.—Commissioner 


Barry of the state board of arbitration 
reached here yesterday, and spent the 
afternoon in calling on the labor leaders. 
The result of his visit will probably bt 
the withdrawal of the fines issue from ths 
strike. 


The leaders are convinced that this is 


the wisest course and it is generally con- 
ceded that the operatives will follow this 
advice.

Washington, Jan. 21.—Cuba was undei

said in part: "If Spain does net 


bring the war to a speedy conclusion, 
the United States outfit to expel her 
from the Western hemisphere. There 
can be no-doubt as to what has been oui 
traditional foreign policy. What out 
foreign policy is under the McKinley ad- 
ministration, 
like the peace of God 


passeth all understanding. 


"There ought to be no questic-n as to 


our foreign policy in the future. Tersely 
and bluntly stated, it is this, and it 
ought to be enforced with an iron hand 
—that we intend at all hazards, and at 
whatever cost, to thoroughly dominate 
the -western world. In these days of 
McKinley-Hannaism our foreign policy 
Is so feeble, so cringing, so oowardly that 
even old and decrepit Spain insults oui 
flag, maltreats our citizens and searches 
our ships with perfect impunity; an«3 
President McKinley, instead of sending 
men-of-war to protect our honor, assert 
our supremacy and teach the insolent 
and impotent dons a lesson y^ey would 
never forget., passes the hat Mound and 
invites the American people to contribute 
alms for starving and dying Cubans. 


"There are some things worses ban 


war—deplorable as war unquestionably 
ts—and one of them is to play the cry- 
baby act until we are despised of all 
nations and kindreds and tongues. Now 
that \ve number 70,000,000 souls, a Ee- 
publican administration cannot be taunt- 
ed, kicked or cuffed into resenting an In- 
sult or demanding reparation for an in- 
jury. Such a contemptible and pusilani- 
mous policy is enough to make Grant, 
Sherman and Sheridan, Dupont, Farra- 
gut and Porter restless in their coffins. 
My Republican friends," he said in con- 
clusion, "I invite you to lay aside the 
weight that is holding you down, assert 
your rights, come out on tJip. side of 
eternal justice and (human liberty, there- 
by demonstrating that you are worthy 
of the high vocation wherein you are 
called."

Along- 
side of the 10 percent reduction of wages 
in the cotton industry had come an in- 
crease greater than that in the worsted 
industry. Ke admitted that the depres- 
sion in the cotton industry was un- 
fortunate, but the cause was exceptional. 
It was due to thesuddeniand unexpected 
dec-line in the price of cotton. In three 
months the price had declined 30 per- 
cent because the southern planters in- 
sisted upqn growing 2,000,000 bales more 
cotton than the world wanted. Almost 
every cotton factory In New England 
had been caught vrit'h from six to eight 
months' supnly of 8-cent manufactured 
ccfcTan on its hands. In addition to this 
he pointed out the effect of-the compe- 
tition that had grov. n up in the south. 


Mr. Dingley had a great deal of cross 


firing with southern, members. The Cu- 
ban question was lC3t_sight of and foi 
more than an hour tfie tariff was dis- 
cussed to the .exclusion erf everything 
else. Mr. Dingley said that those who 
were still "chattering" about the lact 
of revenue under the new tariff law had 
better be prompt about it, "for your op- 
portunity to chatter will soon be over,'1 
said' he. 


Mr. Simpson asserted that Mr. Ding- 


(le-y's explanation of the depression in 
'Ihe cotton industry collided with the

TIIEFLIGHTPEOBLEM 


EMINENT SCIENTISTS ENGAG«0 ;N 


ITS SOLUTION. 


Progress Hade by Octave Ch&nute of Cki- 


cago—Trying to Copy the Bird*—Difa- 
oultlei o» Air Conditions—Mr. Chanute'i 
*»»»*plment3— Lllleutlial'g Work. 


[Special Correspondence.) 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10 —When I was in 


Boston last fall, the secretary of the 
Aeronautical society told me that ho 
thought the problem of man flight 
would be solved within a year by Oc- 
tave Chanute of Chicago, the vrell 
known engineer. I called on Mr. Cha- 
nute today to aslr if this prediction was 
likely to be verified. 


Mr. Chanute distinctly denies any 


snob expectation on his part. I found 
him at his homo on Hruon strvt, not 


' OISED 


far from ihe lake shore, Th«-ro was not 
a sign of Mr. Ghanute's bobby about. 
In fact, he does not ride it iu winter, 
and he does not care to exploit it at any 
time, as I found, for fear that he will 
be claesod by tho newspaper reading 
public »s a "crank." Even the assur- 
ance that the number of eminent scien- 
tists engaged in the solution of the 
problem as \vell as his own reputation 
in the scientific world was a guarantee 
of the seriousness of the pursuit does 
not serve to convince Mr. Chautite that 
the public will look with an under- 
standing eye on his work. 


Mr. Chanute says that he took tip the 


study of man flight as ho approached 
the end of his professional career. 
He 


did not expect to have time to solve 
more than one of its raany difficulties, 
that of providing for equilibrium and 
consequent safety, bat if he succeeded 
in that undertaking he would be satis- 
fied. 


"The end is not going to be reached 


by one man or by two men," he said. 
"One man is going to follow the thread 
a little way into the maze. Then anoth- 
er is going to take it up where he has 
dropped it. After four or five men havo 
followed it some one is going to reach 
the heart of the maze and be heralded 
as the discoverer. That may not be for 
several years. "What I think will be ac- 
complished within a year is a flight by 
some experimenter for the distance of a 
mile. I have little doubt that will be 
done, but I question whether it can ba 
repeated indefinitely." 


Mr. Ohanuto's investigations have 


been confined to the maintenance of 
man's equilibrium in the air. In hia 
bcudy of this ^problem he has made a 
groat many experiments along tho line 
laid down'by Lilieathal, reversing, 
however, the principle of the apparatus. 
In fact, his first experiments were ruado 
with a Lilicnthal machine. He told me 
that at the tine Lilienthal was killeS 
making a flight with one of his mj» 
chines hs himself was demonstrating t 
-vay in which r the Lilienthal method 
could be nifcd& -safe by a change in the 
machine.' 


"Every bird," said Mr. Cbanute, "is 


an acrobat. 'T~u have soon thsm, if you 
have over observed bird flipht, moving 
their wings, their necks or their feet to 
maintain thoir equilibrium in the air. 
Lilienthal endeavored to maintain his 
equilibrium in the same way—that is, 
by balancing, to keep tho center of grav- 
ity in a direct vortical line with tha 
cantar of pressure. I conceived the idea 
of »o constructing the aeroplanes as to 
make tho center of pressure return to a 
point in line with the center of gravity, 
so that the man would not have to move 
himself. Lilienthal's experience there- 
fore need not discourage any one in ex- 
perimenting with concave surfaces su- 
perimposed on one another. I am afraid, 
however, that his death has retarded 
the investigation of the question some- 
what.*" I am afraid, too, that some of 
our friends are proposing to go ahead 
too rapidly this year, and that we are 
going to have some lega broken if noth- 
ing worse. 


The Fntnre Motor. 


"Experiments in still air along the 


line I have been following are of little 
comparative value. The air is not the 
calm, steady stream that it seems to us. 
It is full of eddies and cross currents. 
The machine which is going to support 
man in safety-on .this thin, unsteady 
medium must be prepared to meet all 
'these conditions. When such a machine 
has been evolved, the motor which will 
carry it through the air is still to be 
perfected. I believe, however, that tho 
machine wmch will maintain man's 
»qnilibrium is to be made in the near 
future. Tbe motor question will be the 
most se/ious after tb'at. Already a num- 
ber of very able men have- attacked 3t. 
They have produced surprising results. 
Hargrave has made a steam motor whtch 
weighs only ten pounds to tfcu hoarse- 
power. Maxim's steam . motor w**«*s 
ocly eignt pounds to the horsepower nnd 
Langley'a only seven. • But thueo Bonnes 
approach tha lisiiit of endurance. Tlrd 
does uot count the £6 pounds of water 
to he vaporized fiery hour. ISwt it is re- 
markable in view oi tho fact thnt when 
the experiments of these gentlemen be- 
gan the lightest cream enthio weighed 
60 pouiius to the horsepower. I bulievo 
the motor of the future fur oao in tho 
propulsion of flyijigjrnaohiaos is to bo 
one operated by gasoline or petroleum." 


In answor to a'question "about com- 


pressed air Mr Chanute sn'id' that it 
could be use to advantage parhaps in 
preliminary experiments and that pos- 
sibly it could bi made to operate a mu- 
thine for a few minutes,'but at boat it 
was ouiy a stored up' force or a spring. 
So was liquid air. 
"What was Deeded 


was a motor which would carry a man 
on a journey. 


When I asked Mr. Ohanute wlint tbe 


utilities of tbe flying machine were, ha 
answered that they were rather few, 
but he did not accept my comparison of 
the search for it with tho hunt for tho 
north pole. 


"It will be used for exploration," h»< 


gai'd. "Stanlny could have crossed Af- 
rica with a flyrng machine in a week. 
It vill bo uBccl for war pnrposup, and I 
beliovo it will make nations less will- 
ing to eater on warfare with ono anotb- 


to 


battln tliKt 't'he commanaer enonm M 
well protected—that- ho should occupy 
a sheltered position At. ono aide, --vhero 
bo can direct •poruiions without dangor 
to himself end send his soldiers to cur- 
ry out hia plans, His position will not 
be so desirable when it is possible for 
the «nemy to Bead a flying mau&ine to 
drop a bit of dynamite on him, i»ud 
ralws will not be v> •uidous to |0 Vaio 
war. 


The >|io»d BftMMkt. 


"Of course it is not possible for the 


flying rauUiiue, operated on so thin a 
inpporting ruediuin UB the air, to com- 
pete commercially with c/thsr carriers. 
The load it o»n t««.r will be at best 
1'ght, *nd the wrpeusa of carrying this 
load will bo fceavy. But the flyiug ma- 
chine will be uvpnblo cf attaining a 
speed poss-iMo to DO other carrier. Speed 
is an essentul element of flying. *The 
faster the machine goes the less, within 
certain liruits, is tho expenditure cf 
power. Man will undoubtedly rcnch 
eventually a tyteA of 100 miles an bour 
or iiiora in the wr. Tho swallow, you 
tnow, files at ibo rsto of 150 milca au 
koor, the swih at 300. We have never 
been able accurately to measure tho 
vdk'ht of tho motor—that SB, tho mus- 
«'los—of birds to the horsepower devel- 
oped, but it IB something between 0 
and 20 pounds." 


Mr. Ghauuto said, in answer to a 


question, that he had spent about $10,- 
000 in hi-j experiments—$5,000 on pre- 
liminary work and $3,000 on apparatus. 
All of this baa come out of his own 
pocket. Ho does not expect to get any 
return for it unless f-ouio credit may at- 
tach hereafter to what he has dono f<r 
the scieuca of aeronautics. Ho says the 
only persona who will make any money 
out of flying siachines will be the men 
who make "sporting machines," for ho 
thinks tho most common use of the fly- 
ing machine will be in trials of skill 
and speed. Tho act of flying through tho 
air is very exhilarating, and he believes 
the sport will bo popular when it has 
be-on made reasonably safe. 


Mr, Chanute's chief experiments havo 


been conducted on the lake shore about 
30 miles from Chicago. His chief assist- 
ant for a long time was a Mr. Herring. 
Mr. Herring has now gone off by him- 
self, and recently'he accomplished ,tho 
longest flight that has ever been made 
in America, using a machine of the 
type with which Mr. Chanute has been 
experimenting. 
His record—927 feet— 


does not equal that of Lilienthal, how- 
aver. 
Lilienthal mado one or more 


flights of 1,000 feet. 


Not Flying, but Gliding. 


Mr. Chanute does not call it flying. 


He says that his experiments are "glid- 
ing" experiments. The motor he uses is 
the constant force of gravity, and his 
machines have been tried always on the 
side of a hill. The hill was 94 feet high, 
but the highest point to which Mr. 
Ohanute has gone is 61 feet. From that 
point a glide was made of 360 feet. The 
machine has traveled at the rate of 52 
miles an hour through the air. 


One of the problems which seemed 


most formidable when Mr. Chanute be- 
gan his experiments was the problem of 
stopping at will. 
It might be easy 


enough to launch yourself on an aero- 
plane fromrthe 'side of a hill. But how 
about th^stopping at the bottom? That 
question was answered by watching the

Tho Bhortcoir.lng of London aa n capital 


city Ih tbst H Is almost entirely devoid of 
the qualities of spaciousness and stuteh- 
iics-s. It is not to much like n capital clr/ 
ns like a very lartto «ml overgrown provin- 
cial town. T!". fi w hours' run to Paris 
forces upon our attention the contrast be- 
tween a iiuro towa and a capital city in 
tho true sense of tho word, for in Paris we 
ilnd, in the first place, a far greater num- 
ber of buildings on a large scale and with 
an oppression o? palatial dignity. The 
National gnllury and Somerset House are 
the best things we have to oppose to the 
rich btatellrjess of tho Louvre. Tho Paris 
Opera House 1ms its faults 
But compare 


It with tho cold commonplace of Covent 
Garden theater. The Marble arch, a pretty 
dosign of its class, Is all wo have to set in 
opposition to the stately pile of the Aro de 
1'Etoilo, with its grandiose if not olto- 
gi'thor refined sculptural decoration. Hut 
the contrast is oven more reiaorkable when 
wo compare the general asueot and laying 
out of the two cities. 


In I'nris wo have in ull tho best streets 


of thu ciiy brood rouds, amplo footways, 
tall and stately stone houses—an element 
of effect chlofly rendered possible by the 
prevalence of the system of building houses 
In flats—and rows of trees every w hire 
forming a delightful combination with the 


i buildings. 
Moreover, the city Is laid out 


with a view to btatolincss of effect in the 
alignment of the streets and the placing 
of the buildings in relation to them and 
to each other. Great part of the effect of 
1'Etoile arch arises from its position at tho 
meeting point of a number of streets spe- 
cially set out in relation to it and from 
tach of vrhlch it forma an effective ter- 
mination (if the vista. 
This question of 


alignment is never overlooked in Paris in 
considering the setting out of new streets 
and the placing of new buildings or the 


, planning of the streets in relation to old 


i buildings. In London, one may say, It is 


never even thoughtof.—National Review. 


Military Marches. 


In military music tho march occupies a 


prominent position, nnd has been em- 
ployed not only to stimulate courage, but 
lUso from about tho middle of tho seven- 
teenth century to Insure tho orderly ad- 
vance of troops. One of tho curliest in- 
stances of rhythmical mnrch is the Welsh 
war strain, "The March of tho Men of 
Hurlecn," which is supposed to have orig- 
inated during r,he siege of Hnrlech castle 
iu 1468. In England the military march 
was of somewhat later development. 


Sir John Hawkins, In his "History of 


Music," tells us that its characteristic was 
dignity nnd gravity, in which respect it; 
differed greatly from the French, which 
was brisk and alert. And apropos of thlb 
subject, thu same author notes a witty re- 
ply of an Elizabethan soldier to the French 
Marshal Biron's remark that "tho Eng- 
lish maich, being beaten by tho drum, was 
Blow, heavy nnd sluggish" "That may 
bo true," he said, "but slow as it is it has 
traversed your master's country from one 
end to tho other."—Chambers' Journal

sparrow. Look at one some day when 
ho is flying down to the street. See him 
tilt himself Backward and drop to the 
ground. One of his feathers could not 
alight more softly or easily. That is 
the way the man with the gliding ma- 
chine comes down. He throws himself 
back a little, raising the front of the 
machine, increasing the angle of inci 
deuce and consequently the air pressure.

Start- 
ing up under all conditions is another 
problem and one which has not yet been 
solved. 


Mr. Chanute says that Lilienthal was 


the first to point out a method through 
which, he believes, final success will 
be won. He accomplished more toward 
a practical solution of the problem than 
any previous experimenter, Mr. Cha- 
nute took up the work where Lilienthal 
left it and has carried it at least one 
step forward. If his experiments, shall 
result within a year or so in a flight <>r 
glide of a mile on a machine of tlie 
type with which he has been experiment- 
ing, he will feel that his work hgg not 
been in vain and that possibly science 
has gone a' long way toward the final 
eolotdon of that interesting question— 
man flight.

The committee of the city council, 


which visited the oityalmshonse to inves- 
tigate the charges of neglect and mis- 
management made against that institu- 
tion by the state board of lunacy and 
charity, reports that the published 
charges of that board are untrue and un- 
warranted. The special committee after 
careful investigation failed to find any 
evidence to support the severe and dam- 
aging accusations of the state officials 
against the almshouse which have an- 
noyed and disturbed this community and 
in a degree impeached its good name. 
This committee of the city council, com- 
posed of Messrs. Rice, Fiagg and Amadon, 
can not be charged with any bias. These 
gentlemen are honast and made their in- 
yestigation with the sole motive to find 
out the eiast truth. No one will ques- 
tion the accuracy or truth of that report, 
which is now known to the public al- 
though not yet officially made. It brands 
the report of the state board as untrue 
and extremely unjust to the management 
of our city almshouse. 
The charges of 


uncleanliness, mismanagement and lax 
regulations as to separation of the sexes, 
were not sustained by the council com- 
mittee. 


The state board will probably seek de- 


fence by saying that matters had been 
texporarily corrected be fore the visit of 
the council committee. Of course, this in 
a degree might have been possible. But 
statements by officials at the city hail 


show that the almshouse has been care- 
fully watched during the last several 
years and a constant effort made to see 
that the poor were properly cared for, and 
the causes for charges made by the state 
board removed. 
Unusual precautions 


against filth and vermin had been under- 
taken 
at considerable expense. 
The 


council committee found no evidences of 
harried correction of things wrong, and 
the evidence of the inmates was that 
they were satisfactorily cared for. On 
the wnole, the charges of the state 
board 
must 
be 
set 
down 
as 


unfounded and as unjust. Those charge8 


were serious. They were clothed with 
the authority of the state. They should 
have been made with strictest regard for 
the truth in every detail. It seems they 
were not, and th^ result is that the good 
name of this community has been abused, 
and those in charge of the city's poor, 
both at city hall and the town farm, 
slandered. 


TVe would respectfully commend to our 


state board of lunacy and charity that on 
its next junketing trip through Berkshire, 
it show as keen an interest?, to learn the 
truth about our almshouses as it doss to 
admire our Berkshire scenery.

It will be 139 years ago next Tuesdaj 


night that Robert Bur. s was born, in a 
little cottage of Ayrshire' so frail and 
poorly built that within a fortnight after 
his birth be was carried, from its storm- 
wrecked ruins in 
hia mother's arms 


There began that life of which Thomas 
Carlyje wrote: 
"We question whether 


the world has since witnessed so utterl 
sad a scene; whether Napoleon him,oil, 
left to brawl with Sir Hudson Lowe, and 
perish on his rock, amid the melancholy 
main, presented to tne reflecting miud 
such, a spectacle of pity and fear, as did 
this intrinsically nobler, gentler and per- 
haps1 greater soul, wasting itself away in 
a nopelesa struggle with base entangle 
ments, which coiled closer and closet 
around him, till only death opened an 
outlet." 


Indeed Burns's life presents a sad spec- 


tacle and a noble spectacle. 
He was so 


ha roan but »o full of love and tenderness, 
that we love and p!ty him. Poverty, love 
and courage were all his, and all that he 
touched be ennobled. 
A companion of 


earth's "lowly train," yet he was a peas- 
ant king in spirit. He was a true man, 
and never forgot the majesty of manhood. 
It is hard to define the reason of the whole 
world's love for Burns, but if we were to 
attempt it in a single sentence it would be 
tp gnote from the Bible that saying con- 
cerning Christ. "For we have not an high 
9Hert which cannot be touched with the

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feeling of our infirmities, but was in all 
points tempted as we are; for in that he 
himself has suffered, being tempted, he is 
able to succor them that are tempted." 
Burns, like the Master, was a man who 
was acquainted with all in the human 
heart.

If the Treaty Fulls to Pou, the rrcsldeut 


May Annex by Conquest — Hawaiian Oov- 
eriummt Approves tho Plan — Adminis- 
tration Does Not Fear War With Spain, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.— [Special.]— It is 


evident from tho loutjdeliburation the sen- 
ate is giving to the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty that u vote cannot bo reached for 
soiae timo to come, and that when it is 
reached tho chances arc the friends of the 
measure will fail to secure the necessary 
two-thirds for ratification. 
Tho truth 


about the situation is that at tho present 
timo the advocates of ratliication lack 
about three votes, and they do not wish to 
bring the question to uu issue till they can 
sooure enough men to make up tho defi- 
ciency. In the nature of things they havo 
the matter in thoir control as to when tho 
votu shall bo taken. As soon as they find 
they have enough votes to ratify, If that 
time over comes, they will ask to have the 
roll called. Senators with whom I havo 
talked predict that tho debate will continue 
for at least another month. 


But there is on foot a movement which 


moans tho acquisition of Hawaii by tho 
United States, no matter whether tho son- 
ate ratifies the treaty or not. I hear on 
good authority that if worst comes to 
worst President McKinley will simply take 
possession of the islands. 
Ordinarily ihis j 


would appear like conquest, and public j 
opinion would not support it. But the ad- 
ministration officials who are cognizant of 
the plan say that it would not bo conquest 
in the proper acceptation of the term, be- 
cause the government of Hawaii is seeking 
annexation to this country. 
Between na- 


tions an existing government is the only 
agency that has the power to speak for a 
country. It is no concern of other govern- 
ments whether that government is in pow- 
er rightfully or wrongfully or whether it 
is or is not supported by a majority of the 
people. So long as the government exists 
it speaks to other nations with all the 
force of the state behind it. 


Hawaii Asks It. 


In this view Hawaii asks for annexation. 


If, therefore, the president were simply to 
order one of our warships to land marines 
and take possession, the act would be con- 
quest nominally, but actually only an ex- 
tra diplomatic method of arriving at a re- 
sult which is sought in other ways. The 
president, of course, would infinitely pre- 
fer to annex Hawaii by the ordinary meth- 
od — that is, by ratification of the treaty, 
or, this failing, by an act of congress. 
In 


that case ho would have the support of the 
other and co-ordinate branch of the Amer- 
ican government, and the act, when con- 
summated, would be the act of the United 
States. Not all the responsibility would 
be thrust upon the president. 


But I am told that if these means fail 


President McKinley will see to it that 
Hawaii becomes a part of the soil of the 
United States. He has the power as com- 
mander in chief of the army and navy and 
could take in Hawaii by a turn of his 
hand. If he should be compelled to do 
this as a last resort, it is probable there 
•would be a howl of disgust from the people 
who do not believe in the acquisition of 
Hawaii. It may therefore be considered 
certain the president would not meditate 
so extreme an action unless there was 
some great reason for his doing so. What 
is this reason.? It is a <belief on the part 
of the president and his advisers that un- 
less the United States. does acquire Hawaii 
tho future will bring us troubles over tho 
islands. -In other words, if we reject Ha- 
waii's offer to become a part of us, tho 
ruling faction in the islands will feel that 
they must proffer themselves to some other 
power. They will offer Hawaii to Great 
Britain or Germany or possibly to Japan. 
At any rate, they feel that they must find 
some means of escape from their present 
situation. They do not feel secure. They 
do not know at what moment revolution 
may engulf them. As tho chief owners of 
property, as the people with most at stake, 
they waiii a stable gor .-nruent, and this 
is the motive which impels them so strong- 
ly to seek alliance with the United States. 


President McKinley knows the people 


of the United States would never permit 
another power to take Hawaii. 
That has 


been our traditional policy for half a cen- 
tury or more. And, therefore, as I am ad- 
vised by members of his cabinet, ho is do- 
ing everything be can within reason to in- 
duce the senate to ratify the treaty. Ho 
wants to make sure of averting possible 
complications with another power. He is 
looking to the future. For this reason 
also he meditates the sensational act of 
taking possession of Hawaii by means of a 
naval vessel if all other means of reaching 
the desired end should fail. 


No 1'ears For General I«e. 


Members of the cabinet tell mo that 


when the riots were on in Havana they 
had no fear General Lee would be attacked. 
Thoy never feared the Spaniards would as- 
sail the consulate of the United States. 
Thoy had much more fear that our min- 
ister to-Madrid might be attacked if there 
should come a crisis in the relations of 
Spain and tho United States. In Havana, 
they say, the United States is not hated as 
it is in Madrid. In the Cuban capital tho 
people have bad close social and commer- 
cial relations with this country for so long 
that they know us very well. They do not 
think wo are all pigs and brutes, as they 
do in Spain. Whenever there is a sign of 
trouble between this nation and Spain the 
Madrid mobs become very ugly toward ev- 
ery one and everything American. 


When Hannis Taylor, our former min- 


ister to Madrid, returned to this country, 
a few months ago, he called on President 
McKinley and told him there had been 
various moments when ho feared the lega- 
tion would bo attacked. Ho had more than 
once been under guard by the Madrid po- 
lice, but even this precaution did not 
wholly relieve hia fears. Ho paints a

MM ORDINANCE. 


An ordinance rel«tin<* to the uale of 


milk in the Cl*y of North Adamf. 


Be it er.ncted by the city council of North 


Adams as follows: 


SECTION 1.—N" milk shall be sold in 


the Citv of Nrvth Adams after the first 
dav of April, 1898, except from cows that 
have been subjected within one ve«r to PX- 
» mi tint ion thnt. shall be satisfactory to the 
B-ard of Health and to the <nspec.tor an- 
r>^:ntefl hv the mayor an'l council of the 
f' t • of Nnrth Adami undpr Section 1, 
C»!int»r 491, of the Acts of Massachusetts 
of 1894. nnd pronounced free from the 
disease known a.i tuber^uloMi, or any 
other disease that may render the milk 
ini'irious to man. 


In case an examination trade bv any 


person o»her than the inspector for the 
Citv of N«-.rf.h AdnuiB, shall be unsatis- 
factory either to him or thn Board of 
Health, a proper examination sbill bo 
made hy said inspector for the Cit." of 
North Adams, and his decision shall be 
final. 


Hi:c. 2.—Any person BPllii'ir or distribut- 


ing milk, or kecpinqr cows from which 
milk ia sold or distributed in thp Oity of 
North Adams, shnll, upon the addition of 
any cow or cows to hia dairv, im- 
mediatelv give notice to the Board of 
Health of pnch addition, and the Board of 
Health shall thereupon order an examina- 
tion of such animal or animals to he 
mnde, as provided in Section 1 of this 
ordinance. 


SEC. 3—Each year duriner the months of 


June and December, and at such other 
times as it shall deem necessary, the 
Board of Health shall mak« or came to b* 
made, an Inspeo'ion of all dairies »nd 
other place* from which milk is sold in 
the City of North Adams, and as soon as 
mnv be after such inspection, shall file a 
written report of the result of auch in- 
spection with the city clerk, who shall 
safely kepp the same for public examina- 
tion and reference. 


REG'. 4—AH such premises, and all ves- 


sels and vehicles used in the business of 
selling and distributing milk, shall be 
kept in a perfectly cleanly and sanitary 
condition.andno person who refuses to al- 
low such inspection to be mnde in accord- 
ance with Sec. 3, of this ordinance, or 
who fails to keep bis premise", vessels 
and vehicles as nbove mentioned in such 
cleanly and sanit.arv condition as shall be 
satisfactory to the Board of Healtb, or to 
provide such proper light and ventilation 
of his stables as the board aboil deem 
necessary, shnll be allowed to Bell or dis- 
tribute milk in the Citv of North Adams. 


SEC. 5—Every person kfepine cows 


from which the milk is sold in the City of 
North Adam", sha1! hav a room entirely 
a"f>rt from the stable, (althoneh it may 
be in tbe same building: if desired,) in 
which the milk shall be strained and 
rooler1, ^aid room to have a tiorht floor and 
the side wnlls and ceiling to be made of 
matched lumber or hnttened, unless 
lathed and plastered. No water-closet, 
earth-closet, or privv shall be within or 
communicate dirpctly with this room. 
The walls and ceilings of all cow-stables 
shall be cleaned and whitewashed at 
leapt twice a year, and oftener if required 
by the Board of Health, nothing in this 
section however shall be interpreted to 
prevent the coolinsr of milk in spring 
houses when the same are properly con- 
structed. 


SEC. 6—No person who issnfferinerfrom. 


or who is suspected of having typhoid 
fever, diphtheria or any other contagious 
disease, shall while so suffering, be en- 
gaged in the care of cows or the handling 
of milk in places from which milk is t.o be 
sold or distributed in the City of North 
Adatrs. 


SEC. 7—Every person selling milk or of- 


fering it for sale in a store, booth, or 
stand in tbe City of North Adams, shall 
keep snob milk in a refrigerator or other 
perfectly tigbt receptacle entirely separ- 
ate from anv food or other contaminating 
product, said refrigerator or other recep- 
tacle to be provided with ice durinsr the 
warm months, or at any other tirr.n when 
required to do so by the Board of Health. 


SEC. 8—Any person, partv or corporation 


violating this oidinance, shall receive no- 
tice in writing pigned by the chairman of 
the Board of He'alth, or by *ts agent, 
ordering him to at once comply with its 
requirements. 


Any person, party or corporation after 


being so notified, who shall sell or distrib- 
ute aqy milk in the City of North Adams 
until he receive permission in writinsr so 
to do from the Board of Health, shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars for each offense, and his license to 
sell miik in this city shall be revoked.

The Education of Marie Antoinette. 
Miss Anna L. Bickiiell contributes to 


The Century an article on "Marie Antoi- 
nette as Dauphine," which coutuins much 
new matter drawn from the state papers 
at Vienna. Miss Bickncll says: 


Mario Antoinette .losepho Jeanne o£ 


Hapsburg-Lorrninc, archduchess of Aus- 
tria and future queen of France, was born 
on Nov. 2 (feast of All Souls), 1755—the 
day after the terrible catastrophe at Lis- 
bon, when that city was nearly destroyed 
by an earthquake; Maria Theresa's daugh- 
ter was taught the correct pronunciation 
of French by two actors of the Theatre 
Francois, while the French Abbe do Ver- 
mond was appointed to direct her educa- 
tion, which, however, was unhappily very 
incomplete. The writers who glorify the 
maternal care and vigilance of Maria 
Theresa are contradicted by the most trust- 
worthy witnesses, the truth seeming to bo 
that the great empress, engrossed by her 
political cares, left her children far too 
completely to the discretion of governesses 
and subordinates, who were neither very 
capable nor i/orhaps very conscientious. 
Drawings wore shown to the empress aa 
the work of Mario Antoinette which tho 
latter afterward declared she had never 
touched, and this "make believe" system 
seems to have been carried on throughout. 


The Abbe <Je Verruond directed only her 


French studies, b;T» although a good and 
Well meaning man, tho results which ho 
libtained were far from creditable to his 
efforts.

Burner* Invected In Germany. 


The United States-consul 


gays: I have the honor to report-an im- 
portant discovery which, it has bean 
claimed, will in time do away with the 
present system of illuminating public 
places, etc., with the electric arc light 
The details, briefly, are aa-follows: 


Mr. Ernest Salzenberg, director of 


the gas works of the city of Crefeld, 
has invented an improvement ID inoan- 
duscent gas burners which relates to the 
production of incandescent gas light 
based upon tho discovery that when the 
pressure o* the gas is considerably in- 
creased upon the incandescent body the 
said bcdy emits a golden yellow lighi, 
very agreeable to the eye, displaying 
objects in their natural colors. 


The gas is supplied to the burner at a 


pressure of about 3f£ atmospheres, th<j 
burner to withstand this high pressure 
being of special construction. A single 
incandescent jet of tho ordinary size 
can emit a light of much more than 
1, OuO candle power. Tho light i° of such 
intensity that a person is enabled to 
read the finest printat a distance of 100 
to 130 feet. 


Tho inventor claims that the cost of 


his incandescent light of 1,500 candle 
power is only 4j^ cents per hour, while 
that of the ordinary electric light of 
400 caudle power is (in Germany) 14 
cents per hour. 


In tho apparatus constructed by Salz- 


enberg a hydraulic pressure of 8.5 at- 
mospheres and even more may be forced 
through the improved Auer burner. 


The invention is, however, only ap- 


plicable where waterworks exist. Mr. 
Salzenberg has already applied for let- 
ters patent in the United States.

This was 
the fact that each man was doing work 
which could be delegated to the next 
man below him. He found that Mr. 
Hall and his men worked till 7 or 7 :80 
o'clock. "Well," said he to Mr. Hall, 
"that is too long. Probably you never 
read what Macaolay said when some 
one spoke of the Germans' ability to 
win. His answer was: 'No, they work 
too long. Never be afraid of a man that 
•works 12 hours a day. The man that 
•works but ten hours will get ahead of 
him.' Follow that out. Take these two 
hours and sit down to think what is the 
matter with yon here. Put on more 
men. While it will increase the pay roll 
of the office, at the same time it will 
increase the output 25 to 50 per cent. 
It is a matter of $5 against §200." Mr, 
Patterson's advice was followed with 
most gratifying results.—American Ma- 
chinist.

A florist advises that when palms 


have been recently repotted they should 
not bo kept at once in a very warm 
room. They thrive belter in a cooler 
place for a few 'weeks and if gradually 
acclimated to increased heat, while they 
do not need, according to the same au- 
thority, so much water when freshly 
repotted. The care of what are called 
drawing room plants in our gas lighted 
and superheated houses is at the best 
a serious one and is not always repaid 
by thriftly growths. Leaking gas fix- 
tures are one of the most deadly influ- 
ences that can be brought to bear upon 
plants or flowers. 
When the gas is 


burning, some of the poison is consum- 
ed, but its full force is had when the 
gas goes into the atmosphere without 
flame. 


Practical Domestic Science. 


A fi.uale seminary is needed to give 


a definite, course of training, for at least 
six months, in domestic science—that is, 
in the science of cookery and of house- 
keeping In .ill its various branches. 
This course should come immediately 
after the pupil has regularly graduated 
in other studies, though the training of 
the ordinary school days might lead up 
to this final course, but the young ladies 
should at least graduate in tho science 
of all round housekeeping. Now they 
pan sew. embroider, sing, play the piano 
or sliitar. .converse in French and per- 
haps other languages to a moderate de- 
RTOO, but how many of them can go 
from the school into the home and as- 
sume all Its duties nnd responsibilities? 
It Is quite certain that a younpr lady 
who, in addition to the accomplishments 


mentioned and ordinarily taught in in- 
stitutions of learning, could also per- 
form in a satisfactory, if not perfect, 
manner all the duties which pertain to 
the wifely helpmeet would be looked 
upon as a prodigy and be sought right 
and left by every sensible young man 
of her acquaintance. We believe the 
time is coming, and that soon, when it 
will be deemed necessary, and the most 
important part of a girl's training, that 
she should know the practical duties of 
life. 


There are many institutions in Eng- 


land where girls are trained in house- 
hold science and many cooKing schools 
in this country where they are taught 
the various mysteries of the kitchen, 
but as a rule by the poorer classes, and 
in this country our cooking schools, 
while praiseworthy in the main, are lim- 
ited in opportunities until they amount 
to little more than a smattering of the 
science which they seek to teach. 


A Great Kitchen. 


The largest kitchen in the world is at 


the Bon Marche, the universal piovul- 
er in Paris. 
It has 4,000 employees. 


The smallest kettle contains 100 quarts 
and the largest 500. Each of its 50 roast- 
ing pans is big enough for 300 cutlets 
Every dish for baking potatoes holds 
225 pounds. When omelets are on the 
bill of fare 7,800 eggs are used at once. 
For cooking, 60 cooks and 100 assistants 
are always at the ranges. There is a 
gigantic kitchen at the Hotel Cecil, 
London. Besides the main kitchen there 
are several others for special pastry, 
vegetables and other things, and in ad- 
dition endless larders. In this "village," 
as the head chef jocularly terms it, 
there are SO cooks. The queen's k'tchen 
staff consists of the chef or head cook, 
with a salary of £700 a year, and four 
master cooks at .C350, two yeomen oCthe 
kitchen, two roasting cooks, four scour- 
ers, three kitchenmaids, a first yeo- 
man of confectionery at £6 per week, 
and a second to make puddings and 
pies at £5 a week, and a pastry cook, 
head butler, deputy baker, etc.

Robert Kerr slipped on the icy side- 


walk in front of Sing Kee's laundry on 
Holden street Thursday evening, and cut 
his face severely besides injuring bis fore- 
arm. He was rendered unconscious by 
the shock, but recovered in time to send 
for his lawyer, and make quick plans for 
suing the city. Unless a settlement ia 
made, he will bring suit for damages at 
once. 


Under the present law the city is not 


liable for injuries received on account of 
ice on the walks, but if it can be shown 
that injuries were received on account of 
a defective sidewalk, the city may be 
liable. Both sides have examined the 
walk in- question, to see its exact con- 
dition, and there is prospect of a suit 
since Mr. Kerr believes ho has a sure 
claim aud it is probable that the city will 
not settle. 


There was quick work Li getting the 


ease in the hands of the attorneys. The 
accident happened shortly after 9.30 
o'clock in the evening. BeforefLO o'clock 
Mr. Beer of Beer & Dowlin, who will 
have h!s case, had been sent for and ex- 
amined the walk and secured witnesses 
The city was almost equally prompt and 
before 11 o'clock the new city solicitor, 
P. J. Ashe, was on the ground getting 
evidence for the city. 


Neither attorney would speak much of 


the case, but it is probable that there will 
be no settlement outside. 
Under the 


present law cities are much more free 
from liability than formerly, and it wil 
have to be shown that there were serious 
defects in the sidewalk. Ten daya are 
allowed in which to serve notice on the 
city.

was passing the laundry, and in order to 
avoid a pool of water which had gathered 
in a slight hollow of the walk, went up 
on the edge.
